HE ONE WAY. 

There never has been a parliamentary gov 
ernment which was Get government by parties id 
its practical working. This had to be so; it came 
about by unavoidable evolution. Parliamentary 
government is representative government, and that 
is the best form of government. It stands midway 
between despotic tyranny on one side and mob 
tyranny on the other. Representative government is 
popular and safe. Despotism is seldom just, never 
safe. Mob government is always unjust, and never 


safe. 

Representative government must be by parties. 
That is in the nature of things. The people select 
their representative men to do their will in making 
and executing laws. While men differ in views they 
must separate into groups, and thus parties come 
into existence. party holds the views of one 
division of the le, another of another. Any 
other conception of representative government is 


In working out representative government through 
parties, the Teutonic races (the only ones in which 
this system has been brought to perfection in the 
centuries during which this form of government has 
lasted) have worked out a certain mode of action. 
It has been a growth from age to age, and has taken 
on certain modifications from time to time. The ob- 
ject never lost to view has been to make majority 
rule surer. The purpose has been to select for gov- 
ernment offices men most representative of the peo- 
ple. There can be no representative men to stand 
for a mob; a party can select men who will stand 
for the salient principles of the party. Our form of 
government was always representative, never a 
pure democracy. Time worked out plans by whicn 
the government became more purely representative 
than it was in the earliest days. Vet from the be- 
ginning the government was by parties. 

So in time the caucus came to be a practice in our 
politics. It was excellent in conception, and if our 
citizens were all faithful to their civic duties it 
would be the best method ever devised or devisable. 
But the caucus bred dissatisfaction with its work- 
ings, not because of anything faulty in the sys- 
tem, but because our citizens are often negiectful. 

Out of the caucus grew the nominating conven- 
tion, another excellent political tool if well used. It 
bred dissatisfaction in spite of its excellence, be- 
cause the people neglected their duties as citizens. 

Then we had the primaries, and, it must be said, 
this device has not done what its red-hot advocates 
said it would do. It has come into bad odor. 

And now we are told the only safety is in turn- 
ing back the currents of our political history and 
getting back up stream into the shallow water of 
the most primitive days in man’s attempt at repre- 
sentative government. Conventions, caucuses, par- 
ties and ail the machinery constructed step by step, 
improvement on improvement, are to be cast into the 
junk heap, and we are to disintegrate into a mob, 
in which, like marbles in a bag, we may touch but 
not cohere. 


There is the natural gen- 
esis. 

Where did the system fail? In the neglect of the 
average citizen to perform his duty. Take a precinct 
in which there are 250 to 300 voters. Before an 
election the precinct leaders of a party called a 
caucus. Ten to twenty voters answered the call 
and put up a ticket to be voted at the primary for 
delegates to the nominating convention. The ticket 
was not representative, say the reformers who wish 
to make water run up hill. Not representative of 
whom? It was representative of the few men wh 
did their duty. If it was not representative of the 
240 to 290 who stayed at home playing “500,” or who 
went to the theater, who was to blame? Not te 
ten citizens who did their duty! When the caueus | 
ticket was nothing had been accomplished. 
If it was not a répresentative ticket, the 240 to 290 
who stayed at home had ample recourse. They could 
go out and make a ticket of their own and elect it, 
if the people were on their side. From the caucus, 
step by step led up to the general election and the 
type of government we got. The system is abso- 
lutely, perfect for any body of citizens who know 
their duty and will do it. No other system half so 
good will ever be devised. The caucus was open. 
It was advertised. All members of the party might 
attend. It was absolutely fair, and any defects in 
the working out of the system must be sought, not 
in it, but in the character of citizenship in the pr>- 
cinct or wider political division. 

Now we are to have this system all swept out of 
existence, and we are to go back to the mob. No 
parties, no caucus, no convention. Each voter 
makes his own ticket and votes it. Will that work? 
Who will pass a law which will prevent two, 
twenty, two hundred, two thousand or any other 
number of voters from getting together and taking 
counsel as to their political action? What law wii! 
prevent any two men or other number of voters 
from agreeing to support any other citizen for 
any office? If this new law has any effect at all 
different from what laws we have now, it will be 
as The Times has pointed out, to make the politi- 
cal machine more easily worked. There will be 
caucuses, but they will be in secret. There will 
be agreements and combinations, but the people 
will be ignorant of them until after the lee 
There will be conventions, but they will be packed 
and the people will be powerless to say a word as 
to the ticket named. The active, practical politi- 
cian will have no opposition at all. The corrup- 
tionist will contro! the caucus, the convention, and 
name the ticket which suits him. His following 
will do his bidding, and unless the “good people” 
get awake, attend to their duties, “shake off dull 
sloth” and hold a caucus of their own, the “ma- 
chine” will elect its ticket from top to bottom 
while the “good people” flock like the wounded deer, 
each by himseif, and will get nothing. 


OAL OF THE PARASITE. 

The goal of the modern human parasite is the 
city. He cannot exist, let alone fatten, in the open 
spaces—out in the green lanes of the country, 
among the farms and the villages where every face 
is known and every man's work is cut out for him. 

A man who hates honest work, who wants to get | 
something for nothing and who would rather loaf or 
steal than work—the city lures him. A place that 
boasts that a man doesn’t know his next door neigh- 
bor is the place for the crook, the confidence man, 
the gambler and the tout. It is a natural consequence 
of the bad that is in human nature. There never 
was a city that did not have to contend against 
evildoers, and there probably never will be such a 
city. 
And, certainly, it seems strange—strange that a 
man will leave the pleasant country, where he was 
born and reared, its green fields, the music of its 
streams, the good, free air, and steer his course for 
the sordid town. And stranger still that he will do 
so solely in order to live the immoral life which 
would be impossible to him in the open. 

The born parasite knows that the city has dark 
alleys, that it has hiding places, saloons, and dens 
of every description of crime, from the vantage 
— of which he can ply his vampire trade. 

failing him, he can go “higher up,” occupy 
an office, wear good clothes and otherwise work his 
“skin game” in the habiliments of respectability. 

That the parasite should find greater protection 
in the city than he can find in the country is un- 
fair to decent people, who, either from choice or 

„ make the cities their places of abode. 
Many cities are pleasant places and are equipped 
with advantages of a certain kind that appeal to 
persons of special tastes. Why, then, should the 
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parasites any more than is 
other words, why should the city be 
gerous, while the country is pure and safe? 

It is because men have not yet arrived at that 
stage of civilization wher they can live together 
in large numbers without a desire to prey upon one 
another. Therefore, for many a generation to come, 
the parasite will continue to fasten on the town. 
What to do with him, how to eliminate him, is the 
fearful problem that sociology, as a science, has to 
face. Since this is a free republic, it is not lawful 
to stop every man on the street and compel him to 
show why he is in the city and upon what grounds 
he manages there to exist; but if some such practice 
could be put into force it might help a great deal 
to solve the problem. 


UDGE MELVIN. 

Hon. Henry A. Melvin of Oakland, candidate 
for Justice of the Supreme Court on the Republican 
ticket (unanimously nominated,) has been calling 
upon friends in this city and has made an excellent 
impression as a sturdy and high-minded man.
